forced with or without means to pay the enor- 
mous sums of money extracted by state, coun- 
:y and town officials for the government pur- 
poses. 


For the enlightenment of every voter in my 


'.OTvn I wish to ask by what authority a county 
assessor can demand a raise of ten, fifteen, 
twenty or even twenty-five percent in a town 
ar.d :f the assessor docs not mak« the raise 
the town board will raise it to the full amount 
of this demand. 
Do farm conditions of the 


past two years warrant a raise of four or five 
times ns much money for town government as 
in 1920 when every state, town and bounty of- 
ficer is drawing- war-time salaries for an eight 
i.ir ten hour day and living: on low priced farm 
products that are produced by farmers toiling 
fourteen to eighteen hours a day at the hard- 
est kind of labor with no chance for a choice 
of days or weather. 


The war has demoralized labor of all kinds. 


it is a stabilized fact that it is now impos- 
sible to get competent farm help at any 'price. 


At Washington the department of agricul- 


ture shows an increase of taxes for state, 
county and town purposes of one hundred and 
IwcT.ty-six'pcrrcnt in the past few years. The 
state, county and town have not a dollar that 
they do no extract from the people. 
In the 


past frw years they have demanded from the 
tillcrs'of the soil this one hundred and twenty- 
six percent while they have been exerting them 
to put forth greater efforts to produce more, 
ar.ti, in a loyal way help to hasten reconstruc- 
tion, moekly submitting to the base tyranny 
of supporting a mob of extravagant and worse 
than useless officers that are employed (many 
of them to watch or police the fellow first 
•elected, or appointed) by the government. 


Big interests and these worthy presiding of- 


ficers of the state now set the price on every- 
thing produced from the soil so that the fann- 
er must toil incessantly without any reason- 
able assurance that he will get even a living 
wage with no consideration fry: upkeep or in- 
come, on hi? investment.

was indicated. The Winnebagocs, although oc- 
casionally faithless, were naturally a peaceable 
people, and the memUVy of the Stack Hawk war 
was still fresh. 
So they lingered, finding 


much pleasure and some profit in watching the 
pioneer women's methods of house keeping. 
Bread was ever a dainty much desired by them, 
and thej- would often l)cg a loaf, sometimes 
bringing fish or venison as an offer of ex- 
change, or in recognition of a past favor. On 
one occasion they visited the little school kept 
by Miss'Louisa Brayton, Madison's first teacher 
and a-ftcrward Mrs. Sawin, mother of Mrs. 
George Bird, and appeared much interested. , 


Mrs. Ream, who succeeded Mrs. Peck in 


tenancy of the first house, had originally a 
fear of her copper colored neighbors; but'she 
soon made friends with them by presenting 
each one with a handsome peacock feather—an 
adornment much prized. 
She also endeavored 


to train some of the young Indian girls in 
housewifely ways, but to little avail. 
Laziness 


about dometsic work, and a disregard of clean- 
liness were formidable bars to a satisfactory 
handmaid. 
One young woman showed for a 


time some ?kill and. a desire to learii; then, 
suddenly, 'disappeared. 
When next seen she 


had join«d her tribe and was wearing her old 
Indian costume. 


The method of divorce among the Winne- 


bag'oes was a 
desiring to part would tear a blanket in two. 
Each would take a. p-art piece, and the woman 
would return to her people.' 


Probably the pioneers were too busy to p-'iy 


much attention to ^he mounds scattered over 
the region—a.ave. as the plow disputed their 
possession, or as some boys searching for ar- 
rowheads, investigated their interior. Yet the 
heaped earth- in its (curious forms indicated a 
certain artistic taste, and often revealed some- 
thing of the history of the Indians, and of a 
race which preceded' them. 
Many 
of 
the 


mounds have been completely obliterated, but a 
number re.main intact and are protected from 
injuries by the erection of markers. 


The orrier of the government which sent the 


Indians from this vicinity to thejr reservation 
west of the. Mississippi was hailed with relief 
by many of, the white people, since close con- 
tact had removed much of the romance once 
clustering around the heroes of Cooper's tales. 
True, the boys of the cabins missed their 
dusky playmates, whose arrow shooting had 
been their wonder and admiration, and whoso 
woodcraft had taught them much. 


But much petty thieving had stop-ped; and 


the settlement was free from a''considerable 
amount of noise. 
Occasionally an Indian or 


two would bo seen making a hurried journey 
to the hous« of a friendly villager where 
warmth and dinner could be secured on a cold 
winter day, 
Sometimes moccasins would be 


bartered, or bows—-well made and seasoned— 
would be exchanged for a little silver. 


Some of the citizens of Madison used to go 


north for (leer-hunting long after the game 
had been driven from this part of the state. 
Th* wise ones took trained hounds, -and secured 
Indian guides. Oh, the excitement of the youth 
of the town when a fine deer would arrive by 
express! 
One that 'Piither' had shot! And

Instead 
of affording an opportunity for the improve- 
ment of our laws it has become an open sea- 
son for attack on the good laws we have. Jf 
St. Louis prevents the enactment of certain . 
laws now pending it will- be 
only at the cost 


of effort and anxiety. Public schools, the uni-- 
vei'sity and good roads have been under fire. 
Legislators either themselves have engaged 
in pcity graft by introducing "sandbagging" 
bills for the purpose 
of 
extorting 
mo»cy 


from interests opposed to the billr. or have 
become the tools 
of 
lobbyists 
playing that 


game. 


Other state legislatures 
are 
erjtially 
sus- 


ceptible and perhaps more ignorant than that 
of Missouri. Bills prohibiting the teaching of 
the evolutionary theory in the public schools 
have icceived favorible votes 
in 
both 
the. 


Arkansas and Oklahoma legislatures and last 
year came near becoming lew in Kentucky. 


St^,e governments might become the very 


heart' and ' strength of American democracy. 
They ere essential to the preservation of lo- 
cal sovereignty. Under competent leadership, 
sv,:h a? that of former Gov.
